Wo may sjiy that tin y come from tin- 
light Light Kivo.s ^ ’«r to all obji'ets, 
but not exactly iis a dot*s to the soap 
bubblti. 
White liwht from the sun ean 
be broken into tin* .stn’on eolor.s which 
wo have seen in the rainbow. In that 
instance the raindrops .sopanito it into 
its parts. A glass pri.sm will do the 
same, as you may prove by lookiuK 
through a glass {»endant from a hanging 
lamp. 
When the light reaches the sur­ 
face of tho soap bubble, a part is reflect­ 
ed from it, aud wo seo images on its 
surface as if it were a curved mirror. 
Another portion of the light, however, 
enters the film and is separated so that 
parts of the seven colors are thrown 
into the bubble, and we can see them at 
various portions of the opposite surfaca 
Another part of tho light, after being 
broken by tho film, is reflected by its 
inner surface back to our eyes, so that 
we see colors at the point where the 
light enters.—Jacob F. Bncher in S t 
Nicholas.

The plan of assessing from $2 to $13,

be was subjec-tc*d. Oh, how many mighty 
men, feeling tlmt they must brace up after 
ojctniordlruu'y service, and prepare them­ 
selves fur other scn'vict*, have called on the 
spirit of wine for inspiration, and in a 
few years have bc*en sacriilced on tho altar 
of a MoltKjh, who sits on a throne of hu­ 
man caivassi‘s!

Wo sit 
with half clc«e«l eyes and uBidisturbcd 
nerves and hear that in 1873 In the Uniteti 
States there were 1,964 breweries, 4,849 
distilleries and 171,669 retail dealers, and 
that possibly by this time these figure« 
may be truthfully doubled. Tho fact Is 
that these establlshmentsare Innumerable, 
and tho discussion Is always dlsh*«rten- 
ing, and the Impression is abroad that tho 
plague Is so mighty and universal It can 
never be cumi, and the most of sermons on 
this subject close with the lxH)k of Lam­ 
entations and not with the Ijook of Kcw- 
elation.

Chicago, Oct. 19.—Adolph L. Leut- 
gert'8 loug and stubborn fight for his 
life and liberty is ended. His case was 
given to the jury at 4:45 yesterday af­ 
ternoon. Up to a late hour last night 
no verdict had been reaohed. 


Luetgert remained stolid and un­ 
moved to the end of his trial. What 
(ears and hopes he may haye had hid­ 
den under his gruff exterior he did not 
betray. 


What he suffered durlng the last 
hours of the terrible ordeal no one can 
tell. He played his trying part well. 
No one can gainsay his nerve. But for 
tne occasional telltale flush on his 
swarthy face not a sign of feeling be* 
trayed hiin. 


As the telling circumstances of his 
guilt, which he for the most part had 
created, were marshalled in powerful 
array before the jury he sat like a wax 
figure, almost expressionless. 


When the last words of the state’s 
attorney had hushed the court room to 
silence he awoke as If in a trance. Ho 
looked about him as if dazed. 
A look 
of infinite* inquirv spread over his 
coai’Hc features. He had heard the 
public prosecutor say: 


“ In view of the fiendish character of 
tÉis crime, in view of the fabricated 
defense, in view of the conduct on the 
part of the defense in this case, there 
IS but one fittin^^ piinitjhment, and you. 
gentlemen, if you do your duty, will 
see it in that way* one lilting punish­ 
ment: the people of the state of Illi­ 
nois, the people of the United Slates, 
the people of the 
civilized 
worUl 
everywhere, will judge of your re­ 
gard for the law and your abhorrenee 
of the crime b.v the character of the 
puni^hmttnl you mete out to this dvfen- 
dant." 


U wu«, the vent^cance of the law de- 
mainlinir that he be dijprived of his life.' 
There was no m’stake as to the intent 
of State’s Attorney DeneenV words. 
Tl«e law throutih him was demaudinti 
expiation. 
Demanding: it of him who 
had brooktid no interference, known no 
re^trictio^s in his determined course of 
succohs, that iuid landed him at the top 
nmnd of tlie ladder in hi> chosen pro­ 
fession. 


The deternuned character of Luel- 
jrert never shone out more stronjrly 
liian in that mometit, the niost crueiul 
test of his life, perhaps, but on<*. (iuilty 
or innocent, he fourni hinir^elf at iast 
ace to face with the cliar>re of murtier. 


But one forinality remained, 
the 
chari^e to the twelve ^njoii intsn and 
true by tlie court. 
No respite ever 
came more welcome tlmn the brief re­ 
cess that followeti the rinjifin^ words of 
the state’s ittorney. 
Luetj^ert .shook 
himself toj^ether. Before the jury of 
his peers he must still appear unmoved. 


He and his bailüT left the courtroom. 
As he made his way throu}»^h the 
crowded inner circle of the room every 
eye wm turned toward him. The court­ 
room was in a state of intense and sub­ 
dued excitement. The end of the great 
trial was at hand. 


When Luetgert reappeared he again 
wore the uncertain smile of confidence 
that has been his for the past eight 
weeks. He was prepared for the begin­ 
ning of the end. He settled in his chair 
without noticing any one. 
His attor­ 
neys made no elTort to buoy him up 
with 'Words of encouragement. 
Not 
even his old friend, William Charles, 
dared intrude his words upon the 
anguish of the man. 


The bailiffs’ struggle against the im­ 
patient crowds demanding admittance 
was almost over. Humanlike, they re­ 
laxed. 
Further and further from the 
entrance into the open space of the 
courtroom forged the throng. 
They 
crowded into the inner circle.

cry, “Be seated,” was not heard.

The extreme thinneesof the bubble it 
tndeed wonderful It is estimated that 
the film in some placet is only one 
three-millionths of an inch in thickneta 
Probably few of us can conceive of snch 
thinnest. Let me express it in another 
imy. The Old and the Now Testament 
eon tain soma 8,000,000 of letters. Now 
one three-milliouth is snch a part of an 
inch as the first letter of the Bible is a 
part of the sum of all of its letters. 


The bubble, however, is not of equal 
thickness at all points, and it is for this 
reason that it has the various (Xtlors. 
For instance, wherever the film is 
oningo rcxl it measures about three-mil* 
lionths of ail inch; where it is blue, 
eighty ono-millionths of an inch, and 
at a point where lemon yellow is pnun- 
incnt alxmt twenty ono-niilUonths of an 
inch. Perhaps you wonder why the col­ 
ors ehiuigo from one part of the soap 
bubble to unothiT. This is lKicuu.se the 
film of the M>uji bubble evaponites and 
grows thinner, but unw|ually no at dif­ 
ferent portiiuw. A tiivenish blue with a 
pale rose red .»ipot near it indicates an 
extremo thinness, and at such u ¡loint 
the film is ready to give way at tht 
lejist jar. 


Y(m will l>e glad to knuw the sourec 
of the iHMiutiiul c-ojors. Kvery one is de­ 
lighted with them, evt!U if not interest- 
0(1 by the explanation of their origin. 
We nuiy sjiy that rh*‘y come from tin- 
light. Light give.s ^ ’nr to all objcet.s, 
but not exactly as *i dot*s to the soui» 
bubbli*. 
White light from the sun can 
be broken into th»* .s«-vcn colors whieh 
we have seen in tlie i*uinlK)w. In that 
instance the raindrops separate it into 
its parts. A glass pri«m will do the 
fsanui, as you may prove by looking 
through a glass pi*ndaiit from a hanging 
lamp. Wlien tlie liglit reaches the .sur­ 
face of tho soap bubble, a part is reflect­ 
ed from it| and wo am images on itii 
surface as if it wore a curved mirror. 
Another portion of the light, however, 
enters the film and is separated so that 
parts of the seven colors ai*o thrown 
into the bubble, and we can see them at 
various portions of the opposite surfaoa 
Another part of the light, after being 
broken by the film, is reflected by its 
inner surface back to our eyes, so that 
we see colors at the point where the 
light enters.—Jacob F. Bucher In S t 
Nicholat.

Sargeat*« Portrait 
IHue. 


When Eleanora Duso first wont to act In 
London, one of the men who admired her 
talents most was John Urgent, the 
American artist. He saw her in all the 
role« she acted and determined If it wore 
possible to paint a portrait of her. 
Most 
persons would be very proud of such an 
honor, but it required some diplomacy to 
make the Italian actress pose for her por­ 
trait. Finally this was aoeoraplished, and 
one day Mr. Hargent had the satisfaction 
of seeing Duse in hU studio. 
But her at­ 
titude was not encouraging even then. 
She dropped Into a chair with an air of 
fatigue. 
There was not the least pretense 
of pose in her attitude. She sat as any 
woman might have done who was weary 
and ill. “ Now paint me,*'was the enthu­ 
siastic phrase in which she submitted her­ 
self to the distinguished artist's brush. 


Duse sat for more than an hour. 
Then 
she left without any particular undei^tand- 
ing as to the time when she would return. 
Before she left London Mr. Sargent re­ 
ceived a note, in which she said that she 
was very sorry, but that it would be Im­ 
possible for her to go to his studio again. 
She was tired, she said, and overworked, 
and would have to give up the Idea of the 
portrait. In a few days she returned to 
Italy. 


When she consented to pose for him, 
Duse had very little idea of Mr. Sargent’s 
eminence. She had never been In I^ndon 
before and had heard nothing about him. 
Her contact with the world outside of her 
own country had Indeed been slight until 
the time she came to the United States. A 
few appearances in Germany, Austria and 
South America made up Ite sum of her 
travels. 


But after awhile she came to know more 
about the eelebnited pcoph) of other eonn- 
tries, and she learned of Mr. Sargent’s 
neputatlon. 60 when she gol to Italy a0aln 
he reeolved anotefrom her. In it sht 
wrote that if he eould oome to Venloo 
torn# time when thew at not acting she 
would bt htppj to pose for him until bo 
inlthtd htr nortrait.

Formerly a fever patient was forbid­ 
den to take milk, while in modern prac­ 
tice it is aboiit the only food allowed, 
and a w'oll nigh exclusive diet of that 
iquid is said to ho very efficacious in 
diabetes. At the German sjMts, Carlsbad, 
Wiesbaden, etc., a very little bread is 
allowed, the diet being nujstly nuule up 
of milk, eggs, gi*apes aud lean beef. A 
uouHtarch diet is the rule, bread, starchy 
vegetables aud cereals being almost ex- 
cludiMl. Rice i.s easily digested aud an 
exwllent food, except that it abounds 
in earth salts. Fruits are not only di­ 
gested in tlie tirst Htomach, but they 
have a large part of the nourishment 
already in a condition to be absorbed 
and assimilated as soon as eaten. The 
food elements in bread aud cereals have 
to undergo a process of digestion in the 
stomach and then be passed on to the 
intestines for a still further chemical 
change before being of use to the hu­ 
man system, showing the advantage of 
a diet of lean meats and fruits.—North 
American Review^.

People who had just Inndtil at 
AoÉifim or Puteoli w’ere soon temptiHl by 
theee throe hotels, which were only a little 
w aj ap from tho beach. Tho.se who lU'o 
dfanrdercd of the sea—for it is a physical 
dlaorganizer—instead of waiting for tho 
Sradual return of physical equipoise, are 
apilotakeartlflcial moans to brace up. 
ih the 1,000,000 sailors now on tho sea. 
few of them coming ashore will es- 
the three taverns! After surviving 
kwrkaiiee, cyclones, Icebergs, collisions, 
many of them are wrocked in harbor. 1 
w anant tto t if a calculation were nuide 
of tito comparative number of sailors lost 
at n a and lost ashore, those <lrowned by 
tha erlmaon wave of dissipation would far 
outBomber those drowned by the siUt wa­ 
ter.Alai that the large majority of those 
w te go down to the sea in ships should 
twice to pass the three taverns— 
before they go out and after they 
In. That fact was what aroused 
Taylor, tho great sailors* preacher. 
•I the Sailors’ Bethel, Boston, and at a 
vnMIo meeting at Charlestown ho said, 
** AU the machinery of the drunkartl nuik- 
Ing, aonl destroying business is in perfeet 
miuüng order, from the low grog holes on 
tiiA docks kept open to ruin my poor sailor 
heja to tho great establishments in Still 
H<Nue square, and when wo ask men what 
ia to be done about it, they say ‘you cain't 
help It,' and yet there is Bunker llili, and 
yon aay you can’t stop it, and up there are 
Lexington and Concord. ” We might an- 
•wer Father Taylor’s remark by saying 
*'the trouble is not that we can't stop it, 
bnt that wo won’t stop it. ” We niu.st have 
move generations slain ijefore the world 
will fully wake up to the evil. That which 
t^ p te d the tmvelers of old who came up 
from tho si'aimrt!« of Actium and Puteoli, 
is now the ruin of sci^farlng men as they 
come up from tlie coasts of all ilie conti­ 
nents—namely, tho three taverns.

The fact Is, thoro are In anothw eense 
throo taverns now—tho gorgeous tavern 
for tho affluent, the medium tavern for tho 
working classes, and the tavern of tho 
slums—and thoy st^ind In line, and many 
people beginning with tho first comedown 
through tho second and come out at the 
thinl. 
At tho first of tho three taverns 
tlie wlnofi are of otdebratod vintiige, and 
the W’hlskics are said to be pure aiul they 
are quatTed from cut glass at marble sido 
tables, nndcr pictures appn>nching master­ 
pieces. 
The iMitrons pull off their kid 
gloves and hand their silk hats to the 
waiter and push biti'k their hair with a 
hand on one linger of which is a cameo. 
But those piitrons aro apt to stop visiting 
that place. 
It. is not tho money that a 
man pays for drinks—for what are a few 
hundml or a few thousand dollars to a 
man of large income—but their brain gets 
touchc<l ami that unbalances their judg­ 
ment, and they can see fortunes in enter- 
prlS('S surcharged w'ith disaster. In longer 
or shorter time they change taverns, and 
they come down to tavern the second, 
where the plctur»?s are not quite so scrupu­ 
lous of suggestion, and the snudl table Is 
rougher, and the easter standing on It is 
of German silver, and the air has bctm kept 
over from tho night before and that which 
they sip from the pewter mug has a larger 
percentage of ben/ine, ambergris, creosote, 
henbane, strychnine, prussic acid, coculus 
indicus, phustt'r of pa^ris, copinmis and 
nightshade. 
The patron may be scon al­ 
most every day and perhaps many times 
the Siime day at this tavern tho second, 
but he is pre¡)aring to graduate.

He will be dragged out of doors about 2 
o’clot'k in the morning and left on the 
sidewalk becau.se the bart<*nder wants to 
shut up. 
The poor victim has taken the 
regidar course In tlie college of degnula- 
tlon. 
He has his diploma written on his 
swollen, bruls*Hl and blotched physiogno­ 
my.

C h ica g o , Oct. 19.—Adolph L. Leiit- 
gort’s long and stubborn fight for his 
life and liberty Is ended. His ease wan 
given to the Jury at 4:45 yesterday af­ 
ternoon. Up to a late hour last night 
no verdict bad been reached. 


Luetgert remained stolid and un* 
moved to the end of his trial. What 
fears and hopes he may have had hid­ 
den under his gruff eiterlor he did not 
betray. 


What he suffered during the last 
hours of the terrible ordeal no one can 
tell. He played his trying part well. 
No one can gainsay his nerve. But for 
tbe occasional telltale flush on his 
swarthy face not a sign of feeling be­ 
trayed him. 


As the telling circumstances of his 
guilt, which he for the most part had 
ci^ted, were marshalled In powerful 
array before the jury he sat like a wax 
figure, almost expressionless. 


When the last words of the state's 
attorney had hushed the court room to 
silence he awoke as if in a trance. Ho 
looked about him as if dazed. 
A look 
of Infinite inquiry spread over his 
coarse features.

In a clear and distinct voice the 
court began his charge. 
For three 
quarters of an hour his impartial utter 
anees rang out. Kverv juryman turne<¡ 
toward the court and listened intently 
Luetgert did not move his position 
His eyes partiallv closed, were kept 
stedfastly upon his judgea. The eves 
of the deeply interested audience were 
upon the three central figures, the 
court, the jury and Luetgert. The 
fairness of the charge impressed itsel 
strongly upon all who heard it. Even 
Luetgert’s attorneys acknowledge it 
as such. 


The seriousness of the case, the val 
ue of the cireumstantial evidence, the 
corpus delicti, the definition of a rea 
sonable doubt, the credibility of wit­ 
nesses were tiandled in a masterly way 
Even through the unavoidable repetí 
tion of legal phraseology the court’i 
instructions were fraught with intense 
interest to the most humble laymen in 
legal lore.

PerfumM. 


A uew process ior extracting the per» 
fume of flowers has been devised by M.

This keeps the flowers fresh for 
a long time, aud their life is further 
prolonged by the use of a saline solution 
such as the tissues of the plants call for.

The process has 
proved sueeessful with many flowera 
which previously refused to yield 
their perfume, notably the lily erf tbe 
valley.
